My wintry hurricane of 1894 the City Council 


passed the Lake Fund ordinance  pro- 
viding for the relief of the unemployed work- 
men of St. Louls by furnishing them work in 
the making of a lake in Forest Park. 

The amended ordinance was passed by the 
Bpanimous vote of the Council. 

The people of St. Louls, the fortunate 
thousands who have plentiful food, warm 
Clothing and comfortable shelter, were re- 
Solved that this relief should be offered. 
They were so firmly resolved that they 
gathered behind the great movement of the 
Lake Employment Fund in an irresistible 
phalanx, supporting it by their subscrip- 
tions, by their voices, by their influence, by 
every means possible to them. With the 
passage of the Lake Fund ordinance through 

. the Municipal Assembly still in doubt, the 
people refused to entertain doubt 
of its final success. They rallied around 
the movement as though all necessary 
legisiation haa already been secured; they 
Gemanded that honest men, who asked 
for work, not alms, should be given the work 
forwhich they asked. They subscribed to 
the Lake Employment Fund a total popular 
subscription of over $7,000 before it was surely 
koown that the Lake Fund ordinance would 
be passed. They thus began furnishing the 
fibancial support for ihe relief movement 
Defore full authority for the work contem. 
Plated by the movement had been granted.

The financial management of the Fund is 
in charge of the Fund Committee, consisting 
of Rev. Samuel J. Niccolis, D. D., Mr. Henry 
C. Haarstick and Dr. Thomas O’Rellly. 

Workin Forest Park will nowbe opened 
just as soon as the Board of Public Improve- 
ments completes the necessary preliminary 
work. President McMath of the board is 
engaged at this now, and board engingers 
are staking out the proposed lake, Every 
dollar subscribed to the Lake Employment 
Fund now means the speedy relief of the un- 
employed workman by giving him work.

NOT A SUICIDE. 


Val Gaiennie’s Friends Refuse to Accept 
the Coroner’s Verdict. 


The funeral ot Valery Gaiennile, son of Mr. 
aad Mrs. Frank Gaiennie, took place this 
afternoon at 2 0’clock, from the familly resi- 
dence, No. 3301 Lucas avenue, to St. 
} Alphonsus Rock Chureh,on Grand and Fintiey 
avenues, and thence to)Oalvary Cemetery. 
A large concourse of Méurners visited the 
house. The pall bearers were Messrs. R. 8. 
MacDonald, Jr., Munson Marshall, E. oO. 
Sanguinette, Russel Smith, Herbert Mac- 
Ginnitie, George N. Cooper, Will D. 
Weber, Will Fletcher and Ed Cushman. 


All of these young gentlemen were the dead 
boy ’s comrades in Battery A except Messrs. 
Cooper and smith, who were intimate 
friends. A section of Battery A, consisting 
of ten men, in charge of Sergt. Murray and 
Corp. Tyler, in uniform and carrying sabers, 
wereon band to pay respect tothelir dead 
comrade. 

Val Gatenne’s death was an awful shock to 
his friends1n Battery A, whorefuseto be- 
lieve he committed suicide. 

Dr. Charlies A. Frank held an autopsy on 
the remains yesterday afternoon and found 
in the stomach unmistakable traces of 
arsenical poison. He communicated this in- 
formation to the Coroner's office and a 
verdict of suicide was the result. 

A well-known physician who tsa friend of 
the dead boy and his father, discussing the 
matter this morning, said. ‘‘I thinkitisa 
rank injustice .to the dead boy and 
his family to brand Wim as ae ££ =sul- 
cide simply because tracés of arsenical 
poison were found in his stomach. How 
did the man who held the post-mortem know 
how the polson came to be there? What 
right had he toconclude that the boy took 
the poison intentionally any more than: he 
had to concude that he took it acci@eritally 
‘or that it was administered to him deliber- 
ately by some one? He might have been 
murdered for all he knows.’’ 

ihe question to be solvedis where Val 
Galennie got the arsenic, and this will. prob- 
ably be determined when it is ascertained 
where the dead boy went Wednesday night. 

It is possible if the Coroner’s conclusions 
are correct that be went out toa drug store 
and bought the deadly concoction, But his 
friends insist that he must have gone out and 
in some manner have accidentally takea it 
orthat he may have been deliberately in- 
vited to eat or driwk something that con- 
tained the poison bj. some enemy. But Val 
Galennie was a boy who was not known to 
have any enemies. His associates all speak 
of him as anexemplary young man with no 
dissolute habits, who drank Very little, had 
no love affairs and seemed always to be in 
the best Of spirits. ’ 


FIGHTERS IN COURT. 


A Big Crowd Threngs the Seat of Jus- 
tice to See the Pugilists. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 26.—The cases of 


Mitchell and Corbett were continued 
this morning until Feb. 28, in bonds 
of $5,000 each. They agree to appear 
in court here on that day. Although 


theghearing was set for 10 o’clock, the crowd 
began to gather around the door- way leading 
up to Judge Phillips’ court-room at 
9 :30. There were fully three hun- 
dred men there when Corbett and Brady 
arrived at 9:45. The usual cheer greeted the 
championas he stepped from his carriage 
and ran up the stairs. He went into alittle 
jury-room gif the court-room for a few min- 
utes, and inthe meantime Mitchell walked 
In, attendeds by his bondsmen, and took a 


seaton a bench near the Judge. The de- 
feated pugilist was bright and cheer- 
ful, although he said he was not feel- 
ing very well, Ne complained of rheumatism 
in hisright shoulder, and drew his heavy 
ulster close to keep out the damp cold air 
that blew in from the open door. ‘There was 
a red mark across the bridge of his nose and 
a large pear-shaped bruise on his left cheek- 
bone, a smaller mark of the same nature be- 
ing on his forehead. Corbett showed nota 
sign of the battle and was as‘*lithe as a lark, 
although very anxious to get away from the 
court-roomin orderto start for New York. 
The proceedings opened with a wrangle be- 
tween the lawyers over the disappearance of 
the iegal papers: coataining the taforma- 
tion; agaénst the-pugitists. It owas fihahy 
agreed that the case against the principals 
should betried andthose against the mem- 
bers of the Duval Club, the seconds and 
others as accessories brought into court only 
incase Mitchells and Corbett were proven 
guilty. The tangles having been straight- 
ened out, Corbett’s bond was drawn up ané 
signed by Chariés L. Bucki of New York and 
Thomas Cashelir of Jacksonville.

' ' marck’s Coming to Berlin. 


The Unifier of the Empire Leaves Fried- 
' erichsruhe for the Capital. 


His DEPARTURE ATTENDED BY AGREAT 
DEMONSTRATION, 


The Whole Country About Turned Out to 
Cheer the Veteran—Beauti@™l Girls 
Strewed His Way to the Railway 
With Flcewers—The Old Man Gracious 
and Smiling—Reception at Berlin—The 
Day in Detail. 


BERLIN, Jan. 26.—A dispatch from Fried- 
richsruhe received here to-day was the 
Signal for an outburst of cheering when its 
contents were made Known in front of the 
different newspaper offices, in the clubs and 
in other puDlic places. 

It announced that Prince Bismarck, ex- 
Chancellor of the German Empire, the man 
of blood and tron, had started for Berlin at 
9:30 a. m. in order to cement the reconcilia- 
tion which has taken place between the 
Emperor and himself after four long years of 
bitterness. 

Prince Bismarck, when he left the castle of 
Friedrichsruhe, was accompanied by Prin- 
cess Bismarck, Count Herbert Bismarck and 
Drs.Schweninger and Chrysander. The whole 
neighborhood of Friedrichsruhe turned out 
to cheerthe veteran statesman as he de- 
parted for Berlin, and six beautiful young 
girls, dressed entirely in white, presented 
the Prince with a handsome laurel wreath 
inscribed: ‘*‘A Happy Journey,’’ These six 
young girls also carried large baskets of 
flowers and preceded Prince Bismarck’s 
party tothe railroad station, strewing the 
road with flowers amid the vociferous cheer- 
ing oftheimmense crowds which lined the 
route, and did their utmost to maxe the vet- 
eran statesman feel that he held a large 
share of the hearts of patriotic Germans. 

Prince Bismarck wore the uniform of the 
Magdeburger yellow cuirassiers,the corps he 
loved so well, and whose uniform he has 
been so frequently pictured as wearing. 
Over hisuniform the Prince worea heavy 
fur Overcoat and upon his head was the tra- 
ditional German army officer’s tap. 

The Prince seemed greatly pleased with the 
honors extended to himand shook hands 
with many of those who gatheredat the 
railroad station inordertosee himoff. As 
the train left the depot the crowds assembled 
broke outinto loud criesof: ‘‘Auf frohes 
wiedersehen.’’ , 

Princess Bismarck left the train at Fried- 
richsruhe shortly before it started, and did 
not accompany her husband to Berlin. 

BEFORE THE DEPARTURE. 

Previous to the departure of the Prince and 
bis party from the castle of Friedrichsruhe 
an atmosphere of most pleasurable excite- 
ment prevailed there, and in fact this de- 
lightfal feeling had prevailed at Friedrichs- 
ruhe since Tuesday, when the Aide-de-Camp 
of the Emperor, Col. Von Moltke, paid a visit 
to tke Prince and brought with him tbe glad 
tidings that Emperor William was seeking a 


reconcillation with the veteran statesman 
who had done so muchto build up the Ger- 
man Empire. 

There is no doubt that Prince Bismarck 
shows unmistakable pleasure at the recon- 
cillation, andit is noticed that it has had 
the effect of greatly improving the Prince’s 
health as wellas his spirits. Since Tuesday 
last Prince Bismarck has seemed to be a 
changed man and has been laughing and 
joking in his old manner. He also has been 
able to take long walks inthe grounds of the 
castle, and has personally answered a num- 
ber of the many telegrams of congratulation 
which have been pouring in upon the Prince 
from all quarters since the announcement 
was made that he had become reconciled to 
the Emperor. 

Prince Bismarck and his family break- 
fasted at an —_ hour this morning,and the 
family and servants were delighted when 
they noticed thatthe Prince had donned his 
historic culrassier uniform for the first time 
in seven years. The Prince seemed pleased 
at his appearance, forthe handsome uni- 
form made him look likea giant when com- 
pared with the frock coat of civilian attire 
which he has been in the habitof wearing 
récently. 

The presentation of the laurel wreath at 
the hands of the young girls, previously re- 
forred to in this dispatch, also highly pleased 
the veteran statesman. 

The train, engine and railroad depot were 
gaily decked with flowers and bunting, and 
every station along the road to Berlin was 
Gecorated and crowded with people who 
cheéred the Prince on his way to the capital. 


STIR AT BERLIN. 

In Berlin itself, the people were astir at a 
a much earlier hour than usual and the 
streets soon became filled with people in hol- 
iday attire, pressing onward in order to take 


in the best position possible along the route 
which the Prince would follow from the 
Lebrte or Hauoverian Railroad station 
through the BrandenburgjGate and along Un- 
ter den Linten to the Imperial castle.

BISMARCK ARRIVES. 
Promptly at 1 o’clock the train bearing 
Prince Bismarck and his party from Fried- 
richsruhe to Berlin entered Lehrte railroad 
Station, andasit slowed up at the platform 


Prince Bismarck was seen atthe window 
of his carriage and was loudly cheered 
by those who recognized him within 
ot. This cheering was the signal for 
an outburst of applause which, bDeing taken 
up by the crowds outside the railroad sta- 
tion, seemed to De carried throughout Berlin 
as it Wwastaken up and carri ge | from 
streetto street through Unter den Linden 
and tothe palace itself, where the storms of 
cheering gave notice that he of biood and 
iron had once more set foot in the capital of 
the empire he had done so much to create. 

When thetrain had come to a standstill 
Prince Bismarck stepped upon the platform, 
where he was met by Prince Hen of Prus- 
sia and a large crowd of distinguished ofmi- 
cers. Prince Henry extended a most cordial 
greeting to Prince Bismarck, and the latter 
shook hands with many of the distinguished 
officers present, many of whom, espectailly 
the veterans, were affected considerably at 
thus meeting the Iron Chancellor once more. 
After a short interval, during which a num- 
ber of most complimentary little speeches 
were made, Prince Bismarck was escorted 
by Prince Henry to one of the imperial car- 
riages which was in waiting at the entrance 
of the depot. 

A STORM OF HOCHS. 

Asthe Prince emerged om the station, 
and was recognized by the people, a storm 
of ‘‘hochs’’ and ‘‘hurrahs’’ arose from the 
crowd untilitassumeda deafening roaring 
sound which could be heard for miles and 


miles. No man could help but feel proud at 
such a welcome, and such evidence of a 
strong hold upon the hearts of the people. 
Prince Bismarck was the firstto enter the 
impertal carriage, and he tooka seat on the 
right of Prince Henry of Prussia, who fol- 
lowed him intothe vehicle. ‘hen the wa 
betng led by a detachment of culrassiers, 
their brilliant accoutrements and armor 
glittering and clashing most musically as 
they proceeded, the Prince started for the 
palace, followeu by another detachment of 
cuirassiers. The carriage and the cavalry 
Started ata slow trot, most enthusiastically 
cheered by the crowds lining the streets. 


CHEERS, FLOWERS AND TEARS. 

From the windows of the houses along the 
route followed by the Prince’s carriage to the 
palace and from the crowds gathered in the 
streets showers of flowers were thrown into 


the carriage, and people shouted themselves 
hoarse in their efforts to welcome the Prince. 
More touching still was the fact that num- 
bers of faces, streaming with tears, were to 
be seen among those who gathered to wel- 
come Kismarck back to Berlin, and many of 
those who shouted the most lustily for the 
ex-Chancellor did so with their handKer- 
chiefs wet with tears. Prince Bismarck was 
evidently much moved by the popular demon- 
stration, and it can safely be said that no 
one, Emperor or King, ever received a 
warmer welcome In Berlin. 

W hen the procession reached the gates of 
the castle Prince Bismarck and Prince Henry 
of Prussia alighted and walked together 
down the lines of the guard of honor, which 
was composed of the Garde Hussaren and 
the Jaeger Garde, which were drawn up 
there with bands playing and colors fiying. 
The guard of honor and the escort of culras- 
siers then marched past the two Princes, who 
afterwards went to the palace, Prince Henry 
conducting Prince Bismarck into the bulld- 
ing with every mark of respect. 

RECIEVED BY THE EMPEROR, 

In the palace Emperor William received 
Prince Bismarck with the greatest distinc- 
tion, surrounded by a brilliant staff of officers 
of the highest rank. The welcome which the 


Emperor extended to Prince Bismarck was 
extremely cordial and it was evident that the 
Prince was much touched at the heartiness 
ofthe Emperor’s manner. The three eldest 
sons of Emperor Willlam were present at the 
reception. 

Ati:45 p.m. luncheon was served in the 
Emperor’s private rooms, where only three 
covers were laid, one forthe Emperor, one 
for the Empress and one for Prince Bis- 
The Emperor wore the uniform of 


marck. 
the ‘Silesian Culrassiers. The Magdenburg 
Cutrassiers, Prince Bismarck’s regiment, 


had come to Berlin by the Emperor’s order 
and especially for this occasion and a de- 
tachment of this splendid cavalry regiment 
was placed on guard in front of the apart- 
ments assigned to Prince Bismarck. After 
luncheon Prince Bismarck retired to bis own 
room forarestand Emperor William went 
for a ride. 
DEMONSTRATIONS BY THE POPULACE. 

Prince Bismarck’s arrival at the castle was 
followed by an enthusiastic succession of 
demonstrations upon the part ofthe people. 
Thousands upon thousands of people packed 
the square in frontofthe castle, singing the 
national anthem, ‘‘Wachtam Rhine,’’ and 
‘-Deutscheland Ueber Alles.’’ The enthusi- 
asm was so great that the Kmperorand Em- 
press, the young princes and Prince Bis- 


rck repeatedly a ared at a window in

Judge Ricks’ Decision in the Toledo, 8t. 
Louis & Kansas City Railway Case. 

ToLepDo, O., Jan. 26.—Judge Ricks to-day 
rendered a decision in the Toledo,St. Louls & 
Kansas City Rallway case. Receiver Callaway 
recently issued an order reducing wages of 
allemployes. A committee representing the 
525 employes concerned filed an applica-

Judge Ricks required Recelver Call- 
way to answer, who assigned 
the decrease in the earnings of the road as

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THE BOSS IN WASHINGTON. 


Richard Croker,the great‘ ‘boss’’ of New 
York,is in Washington where he is said to 
be ‘‘directing’’ the fight against the in- 
come tax. 

Mr. Croker is not known as an econo- 
mist. He has never made a study of pub- 
lic finance and his occasional utterances 
on the subject have only provoked smiles 
of amusement from men of all parties and 
all shades of opinion. 

Nevertheless he is a man of strong, if 
not high, character, and has acquired 
almost absolute power over politics of New 
York City, where the one man power is 
as real and unquestioned asin the domin- 
ion of the Czar. Politicians fear him and 
courthim. The few who have tried to 
fight him are now in private life. 

What is the secret of his power? 

He is a good organizer of victory, and in 
the early stages of his career showed that 
he could be useful to the ‘‘machine.’’ He 
did the fair thing by the ‘‘boys,’’ who are 
very quick to recognize the qualities of 
leadership, and are always on the lookout 
fora man who can ‘‘get something’’ for 
them. 

But to be tseful to the strikers the boss 
must dotheright thing by certain other 
interests which need protection, priv- 
ileges or exemptions. How Mr. Croker 
has used hisinfluence is a story now well 
known. The Parkhurst crusade against 
the gambling hells, the dens of vice and 
other unlawful enterprises opened the eyes 
of the people to the secret of his power 
and showed the source of his great wealth, 
which hespent lavishly on race horses 
and other luxuries. Fora consideration 
the boss bestows his favors and by using 
his authority, backed by reward, with the 
small politicians, provides the much 
needed immunity. 

Now he appears on a larger field. He is 
the attorney of other interests more re- 
sepectable than those of the tenderloin dis- 
trict, but much more powerful, aggressive 
and intelligent, The men who are fight- 
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ing the income tax resort to the boss of the

AN EXCELLENT GOVERNOR. 

Gov. Mitchell of Florida has been sub; 
jected to much sharp criticism and dull 
ridicule for his conduct with reference to 
the Corbett-Mitchell meeting. But the 
old homespun Governor deserves and will 
doubtless receive from all sensible citizens 
the highest commendation for the con- 
scientiousness and discretion with which 
he has acted in the affair. 

When Jacksonville was decided upon as 
the location of the fight the Governor an- 
nounced his determination to prevent any 
violation of the laws of Florida. The 
State’s Attorney-General gave the opinion 
thata prize-fight would be a violation of 
the !aw and the Governor acted accord- 
ingly. Although denounced and abused 
by loud-mouthed and officious persons he 
held his peace and quietly continued his 
preparations to meet the expected emerg- 
ency. Hecalled out the militia, not for 
the purpose of usurping local authority, 
as was freely charged, but to give efficient 
aid the Sheriff, if aid should be 
needed. It was a fair and wise precaution 
under the circumstances. Gov. Mitchell 
exhausted his authority in testing the 
law, and when the court decided that 
there was no law forbidding prize fights 
he yielded to its mandate, and withdrew. 

The Governor’s scrupulous devotion to 
duty accoinplished two good results: It 
disappointed the expectation of the men 
who hoped to fill their pockets from the 
proceeds of a brutal slugging match, and 
it demonstrated to the people of Florida 
that if they want to save their State from 
becoming the resort of thugs and g am 
blers and the meeting ground of sluggers 
they must have more law.

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& PRACTICAL SUBWAY PLAN, 


The principal obstacle in the way of a 
municipal subway is the financial decrep- 
itude of the city, which has no money to 
Spare from current expenses and public 
works already undertaken, 

But it is not necessary to have the work 
done directly by the city government. A 
private construction company may be or- 
ganized and employed to build the subways 
on conditions which will pass them to the 
municipality with fair profit to the com- 
pany. 

An ordinance has been suggested which 
seems to cover this point completely. It 
provides that ‘‘the full and complete con- 
trol thereof (of the subway) shall be 
vested in thecity which shall keep the 
same in good orderand repair. Said con- 
tract shall provide for the payment by the 
city of an annual rental fee, notto ex- 
ceed 10 percentum on the contract price 
agreed upon for the construction of said 
subways, and shall further prpvide that, 
upon payment of such yearly rental for 
a period of twenty years, the city shall 
by such payment acquire absolute title 
and become sole owner of said subway.’’ 

This seems to be a practical plan. A 
rental of 10 per cent is sufficient to tempt 
capital into the enterprise, and as the city 
is to stand as lessee with absolute control, 
there is no danger that the profits of the 
business will be diverted into the pockets 
of monopoly. The rental derived from 
the wire companies who will be compelled 
to use the ducts will be ample to meet the 
interest paid the construction company 
and keep up necessary repairs. As the 
business increases the subway will become 
@ source of profit and afford a much needed 
relief to the tax-payer. |

Marine Board Reform. 


Tothe Fditor of the Post- Disvatch: 

Senate bill 495 has been recently reintro- 
duced into Congress and is now before that 
body for the second time. It passed the Sen- 
ate the last session, but fafledto reach the 
House in time for consideration. 


The object of the bill 1s to create a marine 
board, which is an important one. 

By referring to the text of the bill ft will be 
seen that it contemplates combining the 
several heads of the different Bureaus in the 
Treasury Department, connected with 
marine affairs. Among them is the Light- 
house Buard, the Marine Hospital, the Life 
Saving Service, the Commissioner 
of Navigation, the office of the 
Supervising General of Steam Vessels, etc. 
The heads of all these bureaus are to constt!- 
tute a court, which is to convene every three 
months to consider, by joint consultation 
and recommendation, any and all existing 
laws, or the enactment of new ones which 
) their judgment are necessary for the pro- 

Otion of the marine commerce of the nation 
and to recommend the same to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, togethér with all items of 
information coming within its knowledge, 
and which may result to the benefit of navi- 
gation, when the same shall have been pre- 
sented to Congress by the Secretary of the 


Treasury. 

Thess heads being in 
the employment of the Government 
are to serve in the Marine Board 
without additional compensation 
and being familiar with every character of 
navigation and of all classes of water craft, 
oughttobea very competent and eflicient 
board, anddo much towards restoring the 
pristine excellence of our marine commerce, 
At the same time, largely reducing the 
expense of maintaining that important 
branch of our country’s industries. 

It will certainly dispense with the neces- 
sity of keeping upthe Board of Supervising 
Inspectors, which is doneatanannual ex- 

ense of some $40,000 or $50,000, which has 

or many years been Httle more thana po- 
litical crumb to divide among the faithful In 
ten different sections of the country. In 
factthere never bas beenatime since the 
board was created after the ‘‘new steamboat 
law’’ was passed in 1851 and thoroughly un- 
derstood when the local inspecturs could not 
have done by additional clerk, all of import- 
ance that has ever been done by the Board 
of Supervising Inspectors. 

To be sure they are required to convene at 
Washineton, and spend one month each year 
and have a good time, atthe expense of the 
Government. 

They there compile and arrange a large 
amount of documentary reports which bave 
been furnished them by their respective 
local inspectors, consisting of names of ves- 
sels and their tonnage, names of officers of 
vessels, number of crew on each, number 
and character of accidents, number and 
character of trials of licensed officers for 
violations of law, amount of moneys col- 
lected and disbursed, etc., etc., allof which 
may just as well be sent.to the Secretary of 
the Treasury direct through the office of the 
Supervising Inspector-General, whichis a 
bureau in the Treasury Department. 

By aslight amendment of the law, if all 
this red tape machinery is necessary, it 
could be easily transferred to other depart- 
ments, and after the new Marine Board 
shall have been created there seems no good 
reason for continuing this ornamental branch 
of the marine service. After Representative 
Dockery’s Committee has gotten through 
with other departmentsin the Treasury it is 
fair to presume they will pay their respects

INADEQUATE VENTILATION.

The Hall of ths Pouse of Representatives 
to Be Overhauled. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 26.—Since the be- 
ginning of the Fifty-third Congress there has 
been constant complaint from members of 
the inadequate and unsanitary methods by 
which the ventilation of the House of Repre- 
sentatives is attempted. It has been charged 
that the deaths of several. members were in- 
directly due tothe foul air which they were 


compelled to breathe for several hours 
every day. Recently the Committee 
Ventilation and Acoustics, which 

heretofore been to all intents an 
honorary body, has devoted itself 
to solving the question of a supply of pure 
air. Experts have been called in for consul- 
tation from the Capitol architect’s office and 
the Treasury department. They have recom- 
mended that the ventilators un the floor, 
whichhave become the receptacles of waste 
papers and other rubbish, be superseded by a 
system of ventilators inthe walls and cell- 
ing, through which the air pumped up by 
apparatus inthe basement will enter. The 
committee is inclined to look with favor upon 
the suggestions of Engineer Gouge of the 
Capitol, and doubtless they will be carried 
into effect during the first recess of Congress. 
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OYSTER FISHERIES. 


Steps Being Taken to Settle the O14 Dis- 
pute in Chssapeake Bay. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Members of the 
State Legislatures of Marylandand Virginia, 
forminga joint commission on the oyster 
fisheries, will meet in Washington to-day to 
recommend a settlement of questions which 
have long vexed the authorities of the two 
States. There has been an oyster war waging 
from time immemorial in Chesapeake Bay,

MUNICIPAL SUBWAY. 


Mr. Sutter Discusses His Vaulted Sub- 
way Pians and Makes an Interesting 
Admission—The Eingle Taxer Decide 


to Postpone Presentation of Their 


Bill. 


Ex-City Counselor Leveret Bell had this 
undergound wire subject presented to him 
many times during his term of office. He 
gave it much attention. 

‘*There is no doubt,’’ said he to a PostT- 
DisrpaTca reporter, ‘‘that the city has the 
power to force the wires underground.’’ 

**Telephone and electric wires?’’ 

**All wires.’’ 

‘*But the telephone and telegraph com- 
panies are Operated by State charter?’’ 

**So Is the city, and it has power to regu- 
lates its streets.’’ 

‘*But the compantes’ charters give right 
to occupy streets with wires?’’ 

**But not necessarily the overhead part. I 
have no doubt that these wires could be 
forced under ground by the passage ofa 
proper ordinance. ’’ 

‘*Would the Supreme Court decisions in 
the Mayor Grant pole-thopping case havea 
bearing on this matter?’’ 

**Conditions are different here, but still it 
would have a favorable bearing.’’ 

The Post-Dispatch has it on excellent 
authority thattelephone and electric Nght 
wires are operating in one conduitin Chica- 
go without interference. Itis on this knowl- 
ledge that Dr. Hornsby’s St. Louls Subway 
Co. bill is based and aiso, Dr, Hornsby 
claims, on knowledge that the ‘city has the 
right by ordinance to order and force the 
wires under ground. 

The New York backingthat Dr. Hornsby 
refers to is alleged to be the Seligmans, who 
have also interested other big capitalists 
supposed to be the Wormsers. The Selig- 
mans, itissaid, were in the Chicago enter- 
prise, which started out on lines identical 
with the St. Louls subway, and got tripped 
up by the Chicago press. The plan 
practically gives a monopoly of under- 
ground service to the company 
and alsoa monopoly or undergrouud wire 
patronage. It would be playing a sure 
thingand the Seligmans and Wormsers et 
al, would makea veritable ‘‘Killing’’ if the 
Municipal Assembly gave them the fran- 
chise. The city itself would be forever bound 
from having its own subways and Dy a com- 
bination of usersand the St. Louls Subway 
Co., competition could be prevented by 
hanging out the ‘‘standing room only’’ sign 
after present wire-using compantes were 
accommodated, and then fixing a pro- 
hibitive tax for additional service. 

MR. SUTTER'S ADMISSION, , 

Mr. Charles Sutter, who knows the conduit 
business from ato izgard, admitted in a con- 
versation yesterday that city subways 
were right in the abstract and that 
is a good deal fora man in Mr. Sutter's posi- 
tionto admit, for Mr. Sutter, be it known, 
has got 100,000 good American dollars planted 


in unoccupied conduits within this same eity 
of st. Louis, 

**Icannot,’’ gaid Mr. Sutter, ‘‘let selfish 
interest blind me to the admission of ab- 
stract principles.’’ 

Mr. Sutter had been reading the interviews 
with President McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements, Water Commissioner Holman 
and Sewer Commissioner Southard. 

“There is one thing here that I must ad- 
mit surprises me,’ , Sutter said; 
‘rthat is the intimation that my 
proposed lan for building a vaulted 
subway on Olive and other streets was not 
offered in good faith and was not rejected 
because of the reason given 4 the board 
whichI have on fle in my office, but for some 
supposititious reason which could not have 
grown out of any knowledge had of me or of 
my associates in the enterprise. We applied 
tothe Board of Public Improvements for 
approvai of plans submitted for a subway 
such as we bad a perfect right to build under 
our charter. 

‘*Those plans were drawn up by Wright & 
Meysenberg of Chicago for the Underground 
Service Oo,, in which they were interested. 
Ilask Mr. McMath to toll me if he does not 
consider Mr. Wrightas competent an engi- 
neeras any Icould have chosen, Ue cannot 
deny it, Mr. Wright’s reputation is national. 
We went to expense to prepare these plans 
and estimates of cost.

Skull With a Hatchet. 


SEVERAL OTHER OF THE COMBATANTS 
SADLY INJURED In THE FRACAS. 


A Dispute Over the Relative Merits of 
Corbett and Jackson Frecipitated the 
Trouble-Police Raid the House and 
Make Nine Arrestse—Dixon Will Die— 
His Assailant Not poomnualy Known. 


The Corbett-Mitchell fight and Thos. Dab- 
ney’s birthday resulted ina free-for-all scrap 


about lo’clock this morning at 1308 Morgan , 


street which will undoubtedly be the death 
of ‘*Bad’’ Dixon, who is now confined at the 
City Hospital with a fractured skull. 

A little after 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing Jos. Henry, a yellow negro about, 
25 years old, walked into the City Dispensary 
with several slashes in the scalp and an- 
nounced that he had been cut at Dabney’s 
birthday party at 1308 Morgan street. While 
the negro Henry was being attended to 
‘Bud’ Dixon camein witha badly fractured 
skulland claimed that Thomas Dabney’s 
birthday party was responsible for it. The 
doctor in charge telephoned the Chief of Po- 
lice, and the Third District was notified to 
arrest the guests as Dixon’s wouna would 
probably prove fatal. 

MADE A RAID. 

Sergt. Walshanda squad of police took the 
wagon and started for the scene of the party, 
and succeeded in gathering in the guests of 
the soiree, which was purely a stag affair. 
Afteran hour’s search Joe Gibson, Walter 
Dixon, John Penn, John McGoffey alias 
‘*‘Drummy,’’ Thomas Davney, Walter Burns, 
William Vaughnand Frank Lightfoot were 
arrested, who, with James Henry, were 
locked up at the Third District Stathon. 

Dixon’s nephew, Walter Dixon, was found 
to have also been injured badly about the 
head, having been floored a few times by a 
chair, and, evidently. Dy way of good meas- 
ure, been struck with a eoal scuttle. All the 
negroes tell conflicting stories. Henry says 
that Walter Dixon slashed him witha knife, 
and Walter Dixon claims that Vaughn hit 
him with the chair and that Lightfoot 
wielded the tomahawk, in the shape of a 
hatchet, which fractured his uncle’s skull. 

After the arrestthe crowd were taken to 
the City Hospital, but Dixon was unable to 
tell who struck him. 

Walter Dixon’s statement of the fatal as- 
sault for such it undoubtedly will be Is tothe 
effect that himself and uncle went to call 
upon the woman from whom Dabney and 
Gibson rent their room at 1308 Morgan street. 

When they arrived they found the crowd 
now under arrest celebrating Dabney’s 
birthday and discussing the Corbett-Mitchell 
fight between pitehers of beer. About 12:30 
o’clock the Dixons joined the crowd which 
had commenced to become obDstreperous and 
were discussing how Jackson would 


do Corbett when they next meet. Bud Dixon 
advised against too much nolse,as the owner 
of the house was atraid the police would raid 
the party. This suggertion was looked upon 
as being a declaration of war, and,according 
to Dixon, Lightfoot repaired to the next 
room and procured a hatchet, which soon 
came in contact with Bud Dixon’s skull. 
During the trouble which necessarily fol- 
lowed everybody hada chance at the two 
Dixons, and Jim Henry recovered conscious- 
ness after having his head opened up In sev- 
eral places with either a razor ora knife. 

lightfoot admits that the fight occurred 
justas Walter Dixon says, but claims that 
pefore it started he saw ‘‘Drummy’’ go out 
and bring In the hatchet, and while he didn’t 
see **‘Drummy’’ ‘‘push it,’’ heis morally cer- 
tainthat he ‘‘t’rowed it or shoved it’’ at 
the elder Dixon. 

DIXON’S INJURIES. 

Dixon had a piece of bone two inches 
square taken out of his skull this morning 
and still has a crack four inches longto heal 
up and the chances are he will dle. All the 


parties except Walter Dixon will be held to 
awaitthe result of bud Dixon’s injuries or 
untii it is settled who used the hatchet.

About dusk last 
evening when they begaa to apply for shelter 
people commenced coming in with bundles, 
The first man brought five bundles and two 
baskets of wearing apparel and refused to 
give his cree and just after he left two 
other gentlemen appeared with bundles of 
clothing. This morning the rush continued. 
Baskets and bundles of clothing poured in to 
the office with surprising, though gratifying 
rapidity and kept Desk Sergt. Grady and his 
affable assistant, Officer Bartley busy sort- 
ing them out and distributing them to the 
needy applicants. George Funk of 3712 
North Broadway, Jemes G. Ashot of 3507 
Easton avenue,E. D. Jankin of. 415 Locust 
street and ©. A. Olcott of 3300 North Broad- 
way, each broughtina bundle of clothing, 
Mr. Olcott accompanying his donation with 
$1 


A gentleman, who refused to give his 
name, gave$2. and Drs. 8. and D. Davisson 
sent Capt. Joyce by matla check for $5, with 
the request that it be used tu buy coffee to be 
given tothe lodgers before they are turned 
out in the cold every morning. This sug- 
gested to Capt. Joyce the idea of serving the 
lodgers with coffee regularly every morning, 
and so he purchased a number of camp ket- 
tles and will open nis lunch counter this 
morning. 

Mrs. Fite W. Guerin brought a carriage fuil 
of clothing forthe poor. Sergt. Grady and 
Officer Bartley were kept busy distributing 
the clothing to the needy applicants. 

Capt. Joyce said: ‘‘l want to thank the

Vednesday night’s paper. Every person 
who come in witha bundle said he readin 
the Post-Disrpatcu of the need of cloth- 
ing and money and he

the Captain added emphasis, 
**that article in the PosT-DISPATCH saved the 
lives of those ten or twelve colored people we 
had here Wednesday night. They were 
chased up here by fire through the cold with 
barely any clothes on and would have frozen 
to death had it not been forthe donations of 
clothing we received through that article.’’ 

There were 100 lodgers at the Third District 
Station on Seventh and Carr streets last 
night, forty at the Third Sub on Jefferson av- 
enue and Dayton street, fifty at the Fourth 
District Station on Tenthand North Market 
streets and fifty-five at the Fourth Sub on 
Ninth and Angelica streets. 

Two hundred and seventy-five able-bodied, 
unemployed men were harbored at a saloon 
on South Seventh street, Known as the 
**Yellow Front,’’ and the lodging-room 
above it last night. It seemed almost in- 
credible to the reporter that s0 many people 
could be crowded intosucha place. The lodg- 
ing-room Over the salvon furnished beds to175 
and when these were all filled the less fortu- 
nate were allowed the privilege of the wine 
room floor down stairs. The beds are mean 
enough, having been occupied by promiscu- 
ous lodgers long enough to place them De- 
yond recognition as beds, Dit these must be 
delightfal as compared with the floor ofthe 


§ Wine room, trodden over during the day by 


hundreds of snow-covered feet, and used as 
a general spittoon for the crowd, 

But there were hundreds of men In the city 
last night who considered themselves 
fortunate to get tostay in just such places. 

The Bethel Mission, on Commercial alley 
and Olive street, had fewer lodgers last 
night than the night before, and most of 
those who came bad not the requisite 10 
cents for a bed. About thirty slept i! 
beds and a hundred scattered aroun 
overthe fioor. A dime is charged fora bed 
and Scents for privilege of sleeping on the 
floor. The first night of the cold snap allof 
the 100 .beds were occupied, and as many 
more were on the floor. The only solution 
for the falling-off inthe number of lodgers 
last night seems to be that many of those 
who were there Tuesday night did not 
have a nickel to pay their way in 
last night and were compelled to seek 
places where they could sit by a fire free of 
charge. Some who had a pittance left, 
thinking doubtless that the cold wheather 
might continue, chose rathertosave their 
nickels for food anddo the best they could 
for sleep. 

The Chestnut Police Station re- 
ported forty lodgers last night, an in- 
crease of five over Tuesday night. 
Some of Tuesday and Wednesday night’s 
lodgers reported again last night 
but the majority of them swapped off to 
other stations soasnotto attract attention 
to the regularity of their calls on the police. 
The police say some of thatclass of tramps 
periodically make the rounds of the 
Stations, not asking for ae stopping 
place at the same station two 
nights in succession, The Soulard @Street 
Station and its sub-station on Wate street 
took in seventy-five men out of the cold. The 
Carondelet station had only fifteen callers. 

The New Home Lodging-House had its sev- 
enty beds full. All along the levee saloons 
that kept openall night allowed a few men 
to stay around the stoves all night and occa- 
sionally to stretch out onthe floor. some of 
the more fastidious who knew they could not 
afford a hired bed had made 
preparations during the day for a makeshift 
pallet. They had collected newspapers and 
with these and oid rags of garments that 
were once overcoats, they made their beds 
on the floor, Mostof them, however, have 
no overcoats, and ip fact, their other cloth- 
ing are very sneek apologies for wat they 
pass for.

DECLARED UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


The Law in Minnesota on the Commit- 
ment of Insane Fatients. 

St. Paur, Minn., Jan. 26.—The Supreme 
Court of Minnesota yesterday declared the 
law as to the commitment of insane patients 
unconstitutional, This might release some 
470 people committed to the asylums since the 
law went into effect last May and throw the 


expense of @ second trial onthe State. Then 
ft is probable that the friends of some of the 
patients could sue some of the superintend- 
ents of the asylums for false imprisonment. 
Judge Collins, in his decision, said that no- 
tice should be given before judgment on all 
judicial proceedings, and that this was not 
givenunder the new law. Under this law 
physicians may see the person charged with 
insanity and report without the rerson sus- 
pecting what the procee(ings mean. They 
may even take hearsay testimony. 

Two of the persons who will be released by 
reason of Judge Collins’ decision are Mrs. M. 
J. Blaisdell and Frank Hoskins, editor of the 
Hening Advocate, the latter of whom was put 
in an asylum for making an attack apon the 
solvency of the Fergus Falls banks.
